St. Petersburg, June 19.—Emperor Nich- 
Olas received the zemstvo deputation this 
morning. a 

The reception took place at noon in 
the Alexander palace at ePterhof, Prince 
Troubetskoi, president of the zemstvo 
congress of the Moscow government, in 
behalf of the Moscow delegates, adress- 
ed the emperor in a long speech, in which 
he described the serious conditions exist- 
ing In Russia, which have caused the 
zemstvo to approach ‘his majesty direct- 
ly. The emperor evidently was much 
impressed. M. Federoff, representing the 
St. Petersburg delegation, also spoke. His 
majesty replied expressing deep regret 
at the great sacrifices consequent ypon 
the war and above everything at the dis- 
aster of tHe Russian navy. In conclu- 
sion he said: 

“I thank you, gentlemen, for the senti- 
ments expressed and I join in your de- 
sire to bring about a new order of things. 
My personal wish and my will as em- 
peror to summon a national assembly 
is unshakeable. ~I await -with anxiety 
the carrying out of this, my will. You 
can announce this to the inhabitants 
of the towns and villages. throughout 
Russia and from today you will assist 
me ‘in this new work. The national as- 
sembly will establish as formerly a united 
Russia and the emperor will be the su- 
preme support of the conditions based 
on the principle of Russian nationalism.” 

Upon completing his remarks the em- 
peror graciously greeted the individual 
members of the delegation, shaking hands 
with them and having a few cordial 
words for each, even such radicals as 
M. Petrunkevitch, president of the Mos- 
cow Agricultural Society, who has been 
many years in exile, the result of his 
liberal views; M. Rodicheff and Prince 
Shakoffskoil, known as the “anarchist 
prince,’’ being greeted without the slight- 
est evidence of imperial displeasure.

New York, June 19.—Archbishop Farley 
declared at Carnegie Hall tonight at the 
commencement exercises of the College of 
St. Francis Xavier that the evils of di- 
vorcé were fast undermining the walls 
of our society and that the whole struc- 
ture would shortly collapse should no 
hand be raised to ward off the advance 
of this tendency.

“I believe no president since Washing- 
ton’s time has made a more beneficial 
effect on the roots of society and the 
family than Roosevelt has by means of 
his frank declaration. Not only does the 
president preach the doctrines he be- 
lieves, but he exemplifies it in his own 
life, and his own family stands: as an 1'- 
lustration of what the nation’s executive 
thinks a says of the race standards. 

“It ig likewise gratifying to find tha‘ 
the president has not confined his labors 
in this direction to his own circle, who?}- 
ly, but the fact is made Known to me 
that the cabinet has taken this question 
up and will deal with it.

“The legislature amended ‘the previous 
laws making appropriations to the uni- 
versity so as to provide a two-sevenths 
of a mill tax for support, and $200,000 
per year for three years for building 
and equipment.

convey tidings of the preliminary 
shirmishes of what promises to be, 
perhaps, jhe most stupendous, san- 
guinary and decisive engagement of 
the whole war. Field Marshal Oya- 
ma, after the long calm since the 
great battle of Mukden, is at last 
ready to deliver another body blow 
to the Russian army, and General 
Linevitch, who has his spurs’ to win 
as commander-in-chief of the czar’s 
forces, professes to be ready to “ad- 
vance.” 

However willing Japan may be to 
enter upon peace negotiations with 
Russia, it is difficult to believe the 
mikado’s government would consent 
to forego the advantage it undoubt- 
edly enjoys in the martial field by 
agreeing to an armistice pending the 
result of the Washington peace con- 
ference. The time for active military 
operations in Manchuria is limited, 


% owing to the peculiarities of the cli- 


mate. The winters are long and se- 
vere, and after the passing of winter 
there is a long rainy season. Already 
summer is far advanced, and to await 
the deliberate movements of the 
peace conferees before proceeding 
with the campaign would mean the 


4c)Practical postponement of active hos- 


tilities until next spring. It is not 
expected that the meeting of the 
peace plenipotentiaries will take place 
befere the middie of August, and 
there is scant hope that the confer- 
ence will result in a treaty of peace 
—at least without much diplomatic 
hemming and hawing, ivelving weeks, 
perhaps months. 

Japan has reason to feel confident 
of her ability to either force Line- 
vitch to surrender or to send him, 
weakened and shattered, to Harbin. 
Probably Oyama can capture both 
Harbin and Vladivostok by Christmas. 
if not earlier. If Japan accomplishes 
this—and she has accomplished much 
more difficult tasks in this war—she 
will literally have Russia by the 
throat and on her knees. Russia's 
humiliation will be complete. Japan 
has everything to gain by continuing 
hostilities; Russia everything to lose. 
This being true, it would seem a 
sublime exhibition of military fool- 
ishness on Japan’s part to consent to 
an armistice before Russia has given 
definite assurances of accepting the 
Japanese peace terms. 

Russia will save a little piece of 
her face by concluding a peace treaty 
with Japan before another decisive 
Japanese blow is struck. President 
Roosevelt has provided a buffer to 
partially break her fall, if peace is 
made quickly. Otherwise, complete 
humiliation seems to be in store for 
the bear.

The Shifty Shah of Persia. 

The shah of Persfa, who is always 
a humorously interesting character, 
has left his orienta] realm to pay his 
royal cousins in Europe a summer 
visit. The shah is a brave man, for 
he is going to visit Cousin Nicholas 
in St. Petersburg right at the height 
of the bomb season. He has with 
him an entourage of 40 persons, most 
of whom, it is said, are physicians. 
Presumably some are surgeons. 

The shah of Persia is a gentleman 
of rare good nature and a quiet dis- 
position who likes to knit beautiful 
yellow half hose for the foreign dip- 
lomatists at his rose-embowered cap- 
ital. As royal morals go in Persia, he 
is quite a moral man in his old age. 
He recently turned loose several hun- 
dred inmates of his harem whom he 
compelled eligible subjects to marry. 
He now has but 600 or 700 wives. 

The shah enjoys the reputation of 
being a harder man to collect money 
from than is that tough old veteran, 
Abdul Hamid, sultan of Turkey. He 
is never churlish or discourteous to 
his insistent creditors, as is the un- 
speakable Turk, but always the soul 
of politeness. He possesses, in a de- 
gree, the magnetic faculty said to 
have been possessed by Daniel Web- 
ster and employed in making creditors 
feel honored to receipt their bills 
without receipt of a cent, only the 
shah reinforces his personal magnet- 


‘ism with the bestowal of royal honors 


that cost nothing but the price of a 
few inches of ribbon. It is said that 
many patents of nobility have been 
dispersed among the shah’s home 
creditors in lieu of the coin of the 
realm, and occasionally he works off 
some high-sounding order on some 
defenseless foreigner who has no 
financial prospects. 

Persia was properly represented at 
the recent Paris exposition, and the 
exhibit cost the shah very little. He 
paid for most of it with purple and 
yellow ribbons and royal autographs. 
The experience of a Paris contractor 
who built the Persian pavilion will 
illustrate his majesty’s ingenious and 
affable methods.

That, 
“pe .sure, is desirable, but not so im- 
mediately pressing as the need for books. 

A, truly. great library is a store house 
for the best and nearly the whole of 
the world’s knowledge and wisdom, and is 
the prime and essential part of any gen- 
uine university. A college faculty, and 
especially such a limited one as the one 
at Athens, is at best little more than a 
guide to the contents of the books of 
science, literature and history. And 
without plenty of books and the inspira- 
tion which they bring, any college must 
stagnate, 

The day is now past for the old-fash- 
loned pedagogue who spoke on his own 
ignorant authority and required his pu: 
pils to recite the text book by frote. 
The day for that is happily gone. At 
present, in the reputable colleges of the 
world, it is the faculty of thought rather 
than of memory, the habit of research 
and open-minded study, and not that of 
dogmatism and prejudice, snap-judgment 
and’ browbeating invective that is to be 
fostered. The world’ needs thinkers; and 
of all countries the seuth needs them 
most, for her problems are perhaps the 
most complex and furthest fSm solu- 
tion, and her men, in proportion to their 
ability, perhaps the least efficiently 
trained among all the progressive coun- 
tries of the world. There are men of 
power, but the equipment is lacking. 

There is no adequate library south of 
Washington, and there cannot be a gen- 
uine. university at any place without a 
thoroughly good library. 

Trinity college, North Carolina, is prob- 
ably the most promising institution in the 
south for substantial progressive work, 
for, as I understand, it devotes the good 
sum of $10,000 a year to the purchase 
of books, and employs men in its faculty 
who have the knowledge and disposition 
to use them. No other institution in the 
south, I believe, approaches that sum 
‘in fte book fund. But as an indication, 
of what is being done elsewhere, I may 
mention that out °%f its recently secured 
increase in income, the University of 
Wisconsin has wuctermined to increasc 
its book fund bY $30,000 a year. The 
University of Georgia, I believe, has 
hardly ever, in its palmiest days, spent 
above $1,000 a year for books. When 
it is realized that the character and ex- 
cellence of the study done is directly 
and powerfully affected by the, numbe: 
and character of the books at hand, the 
contrast indicated above is painful for 
Georgia jo contemplate. 

It isn’t quantity of students in a uni- 
versity that really counts most, but the 
quality of the output of men; and qual- 
ity not in physical prowess, but in moral 
and mental atrength. The prime need of 
the university is an adequate collection 
of books and the type of professors who 
are attracted more by libraries and lab- 
oratories than by mere salaries. 

The students and alumni of 
versity must be looked to ag 
reliance for the inspiration of the people 
of the. state and the development of the 
university; and I believe that the devotian 
of the fund now at hand to the endowment 
of the library is by far the most advisa- 
dle step in the present contingency.

Distinguished again 
and again, wounded several times as a 
participant in twenty-two battles in Vir- 
ginia alone, starting as a lieutenant in 
the Twenty-seventh North Carolina in- 
fantry, his native state; promoted many 
times and taken prisoner just a few 
cays before the.end of the war,. his 
record as a. soldier must live. for’ all 
time. 

But with the last vestige of smoke 
from the last gun fired, reechoing with 
a wonderful change in the-annals of 
a later war with Spain, his valor as a 
fighter seemed Sunday to sink into 
comparative oblivion, as, with the smile 
of a brave man there was reflected the 
leve of a beautiful woman, the close 
of a peaceful, bloodless.war that marks 
for each “the greatest&\thing in the 
world.”’ 


GOSSIP AT THE CAPITO 
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“Up here in the Badger State,’ opened 
a paragraph in a long letter from a Wis- 
consin state house official to Hon. Phil 
Cook, “secretary of state, “it may not be 
generally known that we have in a cem- 
etery, one in which are resting the bodies 
of many Grand Army men, long rows 
of grave# in which hundreds of southern 
soldiers are /gleeping their last sleep. 
Nevertheless, that statement is true. The 
men from the south filling these graves 
did not die on battle fields where shot 
and shell were fiying. But they had a 
death showing an even greater bravery— 
a death in a prison pen from which they 
could have walked into the arms of liber- 
ty by merely taking an oath of allegi- 
ance, rather than take which many died, 
both north and south after having suf- 
fered—suffered so much that words can- 
not tell. 

“In the ‘prison here, by you people of 
the south, it may be called a prison pen, 
not even we of this section who knew it, 
not in memory, but in life will call] it a 
palace, for it was not a palace, though 
it was as good as any prison north or 
south, and far better than many, will 
always maintain there was no more Of 
suffering. of deprivation or of hardship 
than the usua] turn of war imposes upon 
many men who died rather than walk 
from the gates a free man by subscribing 
to that oath of allegiance, an oath so de- 
testable to @jl brave men. ~Here died a 
great number Of the members of the 
confederate army. And as death came 
to these men of the south, so far from 
home and friends, the women of this city 
stepped to the front and took charge of 
the body before it was given its last rest- 
ing place. In Madison are the descend. 
ants Of Virginians, Carolinans, both north 
and south; Alabamans, Mississippians and 
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It may have been that relationship which 
brought. about the attention. Now it 
would be called Americanism. But be it 
what it may have been, it resulted in the 
purchase of a tract in the cemetery, and 
in that tract were laid the bodies of the 
soldiers of the south, who though captives 
never surrendered.’’ 

Describing ‘the conditions existing im- 
mediately after the close of the war be- 
tween the states, the letter asserted that 
the graves of the men who had worn the 
gray had never been neglected. Every 
year when the dead men who had worn 
the blue were remembered with Howers 
on Decoration day, emblems were scat- 
tered upon the mounds under which a 
confederate soldier rested. But the cll- 
max in attention to the graves of the 
southern men by the people of Madison 
appears to have been reached ‘on last 
national Decoration day. On that day 
the Woman’s Relief Corps and the mili- 
tary companies visited the confederate 
section of graves after the union soldiers’ 
graves had been decorated.

Mr. Parrott, when asked regarding his 
new @uties as vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Georgia. Southern 
jand Florida, stated simply that he had 
made all of the arrangements necessary 
to assume the duties of his new position 
July i, with headquarters in Macon, ‘My 
only regret,” said Mr. Parrott, “is the 
fact that it means my moving away from 
Atlanta, where 2 have lived for so ng 
a time and so very pleasantly.

Still another fact which proves the 
heavy travel is that this season special 
tariffs to northern points have been se- 
cured and the special rates are being 
taken advantage of by many southern- 
ers. AS a matter of fact, so heavy was 
the demand for tickets to these northern 
resorts that the chief rate clerks of the 
southeastern lines were compelled to get 
together and figure on these new rates 
just put into operation. The story is 
toid in the cinder colony that the north- 
ern railroads insisted on the making of 
special summer rates in their behalt on 
account of the tremendous and fast in- 
creasing business which they handed over 
to the southern roads during the tourist 
season each winter. 

Some of the Atlanta railroad men talk- 
ing over the matter were rather pleased 
to consider the attitude as one indicative 
of the good times enjoyed by the south 
when the northern roads insisted on hav- 
ing a share of the business that was de- 
veloping in the south, and which was 
increasing almost as rapidly in the way 
of summer movements northward as was 
the business to the south from the north 
during the winter season, 

Cars of fruit still pass through Atlan- 
ta to the north, but the peaches are of 
the early varieties and the season for 
Georgia is generally conceded to begin 
with the first shipment of the famous 
Elbertas, for which there is always a 
waiting market in the east and north 
and west with a greater demand cuis 
year than ever. The first shipment of 
these Elbertas are still looked for with 
the last of this week or the first of next 
and from then on, the rush will keep the 
clerks and other employees of the rail- 
roads meeting the demand with the right 
kind of equipment.
